The largest nuggt^t found in 
California appears to have been at 
Cars(m Hill, Calveras County, in 
November, 1854. It was a lump 
som(c fifteen inches long by six wide 
and four thick, weighing alnnit one 
hundred and ninety-ftvo pounds 
troy, and worth over $45,000. It 
was, perhaps, the tliird rhchest gold 
nugget over found, the largest be- 
ing from Chili, and said to have 
weighed over four hundred pounds 
troy, and the second from IJallarat, 
Au.stralia found in 1S59, and weigh- 
ing two hundred and twenty-four 
pounds troy. The next largest in 
('uliforniu was taken in 18(J0, from 
the Monumental tjuartz mine at the 
Sierra liuttes, in Sierra County, 
and weighed one huntlred and thir- 
ty-three pounds troy. A nugget 
containing seventy pounds of gold 
was sj\ia to have been found by 
William Guluac at Wotnl's Creek, 
in Tuolumne County, in 1848. In 
1856 a nugget was found worth 
1^10,000 at French KAvine, in Sierra 
County, where another had been 
found in 1861, worth $8,000, and 
still another in 18.50 worth nearly 
$5,000. In 1858 a iiagget weighing 
over fifty pounds, and containing 
over $8,500 woitL of gold, was 
found by a Mr. Stiidn about half a 
mile east of Columbia., in Tuo- 
lunme County, on a trail leading up 
the slope of a hill, where it had 
l)een repealled ly passed by others. 
In the same year u nugget of about 
the .same size was found by a Mr. 
Willard on Feather River. In 
18f)7 a boulder of gold quartz was 
picked up at Pilot Hill, El Dorado 
County, worth $8,000, In 1861 a 
Mr. Wheaton found a nugget worth 
nearly $5,000 at llolden's Garden, 
in Sonora, Tuolumne County, and 
in 1851) a Mr. Virgin found one 
worth and $7,000 at Gold Hill, near 
Columbia. 

In 1851 a resident of Sonora, in 
talking an early Sunday morning 
walk unumg the hills surrounding 
the town, struck his foot against a 
large stone. He oui>ht, perhaps, 
like the melancholy . Jacques, tohave 
found a .sermon in it; but, instead 
of doing so, he commenced apostro- 
phizing the rock in language that 
was very far reuu»ved from that of 
;i sermon, when, suddenly olv^erving 
that it was a great nugget with 
much more gold than quartz in it, 
he utToctionately picked it up and 
cjirried it home with a considerably 
lighter stop than he had gone out. 
It is said of another resident of 
Sonora that one nuu'uing, after a 
very heavy rain, while leading his 
HMjie attached to a cart up the 
principal street of the town, he 
struck a large stone, and upon 
sttH)ping down to remove it out of 
the way, f<nind it to be a solid nug- 
get of gold of about thirty-five 
pounds weight.. Hundreds of 
people had been traveling over it 
daily. The discovery created so 
great an excitement that in less 
than an hour the whole of that part 
of the town, including the street, 
was staked off in mining claims. 
There wero a cimsiderable number 
of other large nuggets found in 
difTerent part of the State, among 
which was one at Dutch Flat, in 
Phicer County, worth over $5,700 ; 
one near Kelsey's, in El Dorado 
Coui\ty, worth $4,700, and one near 
Alichigan IJlutTs, in Placer County, 
\v(uth $4,200, while of smaller ones 
the list inereasetl as the size di- 
minished. 

The first piece of gold picked up 
by Marshall in the Colma mill-race 
is said to have been a small pieiH> 
worth only 50 centa, and the second 
is .said to have been woith $5. It is 
not known what became of either of 
of them, for the gold made into a 
ring by Sutter, and by him called 
the first g(dd, (consisted of pieces 
subsequently picked up. Tlie first 
large nu.aget was discovered in the 
sutnmer of 1848 by a solider of 
Stevenson's Regiment, who, while 
riding along the Mokelumue River, 
sU>oped to drink at a little stream, 
where he found it lying. It weighed 
between twenty and twenty-five 
pounds. Ho hastened with his 
prize to San FrancisiM and place(l 
it for safe keeping in the hands of 
(Jovernor Mason, who afterwanl 
send it East, and it holi)ed confirm 
tho seemingly extravagant stories 
that had b«»en told about Cali- 
fornia's wealth. A Frenchman 
some years afterward fotmd a nug- 
gt>t of about tho same size at Spring 



(4uleh, near Columbia, in Tuolumne 
County, and become so excited over 
the discovery that he was pro- 
nounced insane and sent to Stock- 
ton. The nugget, or its proceeds, 
were afterward forwarded by tho 
French Con.sul in California to the 
family of the unfortunate nmn in 
French. Kut the uu.st remarkable 
st(uy about a nugget was told of an- 
other and probably one of the 
largest piecces found. It appears to 
have been discovered by three or 
four men who were not disposd to 
place much confidence in anylKxly, 
or even in one another. In bring- 
ing their prize to San Kranciseo, 
where it was exhibited, they guard- 
ed it night and day. It was after- 
ward carried to the Eastern States 
and exhibited ; but there the owners 
quasreled and got into a lawsuit, in 
the course of which the the magni- 
ficent specimen waseatenup in the 
way of costs and expenses. — Hii-

His mighty hand has pre- 
served peace and protected the 
nation. Respect for law and order 
has been strengthetied, love of free 
institutions (cheri-sh(Hl, and all 
stH'tions of our Ixdoved country 
l)rought into closer bonds of frater- 
nal regard and generous co-opera- 
tion. For these great benefits it is 
our duty to praise tho I.,ord in a 
spirit of humility and gratitude, 
and to oiTer up to Him our most 
earnest supplications. 

"Thai we amy acknowledge our 
obligation as a people to Him who 
ha« so graciously granted ns the 
l)lessings of free government and 
material pro8i>«^rity, I, William Mc- 
Kinley, President of the Ihiited 
States, do hereby designate and set 
apart Thursday, the '^5th day of 
Novendwr, for national thanksgiv- 
ing and prajer, which all of the 
people are invited to observe with 
appropriate religi(nis services in 
their respective places of worship. 
On this day of rejoicing and do- 
im^tic r(Uinion, let our prayer as- 
cend to the giver of ev«ry good and 
perfect the continuance of his love 
and favor to us, that our hearts 
may be filled with charity and gtxKl 
will, and that we may be ever wor- 
thy of His beneticent concern.

The lec- 
ture was given under the auspices 
of Grace CJuild f(»r the Deaf, the 
net receipts therefrom going into 
the treasui'y of the (Juild for minis- 
terial and charitable uses. Mr. 
II. J. Reaniy, President of the 
(lUild, in inti'odiKcing the Iccclurer, 
r(!feiT(!d bri(dly to his sorvic<cs in 
the past ill behalf of («ra(!(! Mission, 
and ended with the remark that as 
he was so well known further de- 
s(cri|)l,ions were unnecicssai-y. Mr. 
Ko(cliler's 8ubj(!(ct was his recent 
trip to Eunjpe. He intei-spersed 
his discourse an<»nt the mission 
work of tluc deaf of Kngland, their 
home life, and in geiucral, every- 
thing that could int((rest an Ameri- 
can audience, with humorous re- 
f(5ren(ces to liis own p((rsonHl ex- 
poid(cnco en voyage. lie said that 
while we are tar in advaiuce of the 
IOiirop(ciiii deaf in many part,i(culars, 
there ar-e some things which we 
(can well learn from t-hein. He 
spokeat some length on the Eng- 
lish um'i of the words "deaf and 
dumb." " Th<» English," said he, 
" are proud of the word dumb, and 
they <lo not Imsitiiteto use it, and," 
he add(cd, " I Ixdieve th(\y are 
i-iglit." He also sjjoke of his visits 
to Windsor Clastic and of being 
lost in the (pieen's drawing room, 
also his visit to the tlwone room 
and of b(ung held spell -bound for 
hours at the inagniHcent seat of 
imptcrial authority. II(» attended 
tii(c British Association of the Deaf, 
and spoke well of the ihdiberatiims 
of tluc Corigr'(JSS. He was im|)i'ess(cd 
with the Englishman's industry, 
p(!i'severance and Hioroughness, in 
in mattiers of his own advance- 
ment, and he believed tha*, did we, 
Ameii(caii (h^af, hav(^ but, half his 
/.eal, we would Ixc far* in advaiKce 
of our present conditions. Ho ad- 
mitted that conditions and circiim- 
staiK'os this and tiie other side the 
wat(cr dilTensd greatly. Over there 
the wor-d "(charity" has a broader, 
grander signifiacnce, and the n*- 
(cipient of lh(( ri(di man's bounty, 
whetluir it be an institut,ioii or an 
individual, is n<!V(«r ashamed to 
(corif(css his dependence or pul>li(cly 
thank his b<uiefactor. Over there 
" charity " is not synonymous with 
poverty. It, is diiwctly the o|)posite 
this side the Atlantic. What 
American Institution will willingly 
consent to the appellation of 
"charitable," and what Ameri<can, 
be lie ever so ignorant or poor, will 
not blush to be calhcd a ward or 
dejxcndant. Over here we demand 
State Aid for our schools and w(c 
get it, but in Europe, and England 
In particular, government su|)i)ort 
of boarding schools is r-arely given. 
Mr. Koehler also spoke of the 
pr'ospects for the establishment of 
a college for the deaf of Grcmt 
Britain. H(! said he iwclieved the 
lime to be not far distant when a 
a college such as that of Gallaudet 
College, Washiiigto". w'll bontarted 
in liOndon. The lecture lasted 
about two hours, and at its clos<c a 
vote of thanliK was t<uid(tred Mr.

UnuHiial interest was brou^Iit in- 
to the campaign hy the coiiHolida- 
tion of the Hoveral cities and vil- 
lageH that rcHiilted in " 'i'lie (Great- 
er New York," which has 650,000 
repisUwed V()t«irH, and the election 
of the mayor meant t lu* (control of 
munici[)al otlieeH amounting to $70, 
000, 000 in salaries [wv annum. 

The deaf flgureil in the cain[)aign 
more thafi ever before, but on a 
small scale in each case. First 
there was a Tammany meetinfi; at 
Prof?ress Hall, presided over by J. 
F. O'Brien, at which were present 
a h«ndred of ttie deaf voters. Pol- 
lowiii}! this there was a Republican 
mass meefiiiK at Cafe Logeling, 
drawing an attendance of very 
nearly a hundred, and last Satur- 
day the (German dt^af vot<^r8 had a 
Low meeting on Kiist Fourth Stn^el, 
where about forty gathered. It is 
not necessary to go into details of 
each of the above meetings, as the 
dailies have had accounts — but 
with terrific Imaginative fancy in 
their <lescrii)tion. The Nov KorA- 
Jo^irnal liad a large pi(?ture of oim 
of the meetings, that was <lrawii 
entirely from imagination, and a 
description that did not tell a single 
truth f n)ni top to bottom of the 
column. And strange enough the 
l(i<l\l reporter wlio called after the 
nleeting was all over and got all the 
the particulars £i-om myself, 
changed every thiig to suit the 
paper she ropres<'nte<l. 

Now one new Mayor i.s eh-ded, 
and result has been burning on the 
wirw for thousand of miles. 'IMie 
' blufTs" tliat were put forth were 
enough to melt tons of brass, each 
part.y's leaders and their news- 
papers claiming with "facts and 
figures" that thofr man would win. 
It was an Interesting (iampaign too, 
and many vot^^s were changed, but 
the winner is Van VVyck, Mayor of 
(Greater New York. 

The suit of Annie Berliner 
against Jacob Scharlin for breach 
of promise has created a good deal 
of interest among tlie deaf, but the 
result is not what a majority of 
them had exi)ected. The trial 
(!()mineiioed Tuesday afternoon and 
the verdict wtdch awarded Miss 
B(>rliner |<1,750 was rendered the 
next d«y. Hhe had sued for f r)0,()00. 

Hcharlin admitted the engage- 
ment, and Anni(> luul declared 
to her frien«ls that she was glad to 
be rid of him, and that slui never 
se<im«Ml to car« ft)r him except for 
tiie weallli \ui might inherit from 
his father. The testimony of th(^ 
few witnesses on ojvcli side amount- 
ed to little. WIhui the .jur>- had re- 
tired it was the general belief at the 
rci)orter's table that Miss Merliner 
would get a '*C(»uiile of thousand" 

From >ktharlin's brother it is 
learne<l there will be noapi)eal. 

Dr. Gallaudet acted as inter- 
preter and and had great difficulty 
in getting Miss H»>rliner to und«^r- 
stand his cfuestions, lutr answ(>rs at 
tim(>s being entirely out of range. 
Iler direct examination was vtwy 
simple, during which was elicited 
the fact that Scharlin was in- 
triMluced to her by Herman Hane- 
man. Their acquaintance ripened 
into love, and wilhin two months 
there was an engagement party; 
that they attended a ball and a
